A statewide survey conducted on 
March 7 by the Public Policy Institute 


of California showed that 52 percent of - 


California residents said they would 
vote yes on Gov. Jerry Brown’s_ tax 
initiative, while 40 percent said they 
would vote no and 8 percent said un- 
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decided. 

' The proposed tax initiative is just 
one-of the reforms on Brown’s 2012- 
13 budget plan to be included on the 
November ballot. If passed, the tax 
initiative would temporarily increase 
the personal income tax on California 
residents earning more than $250,000 
annually and increase the state sales 
tax. . 

The report on the PPIC website said 
the survey measured responses from 
2,001 adult residents throughout the 
state. According to the report, previ- 
ous PPIC surveys showed the amount 
of voters who said they would support 
Brown’s tax initiative was at 60 per- 
cent in December 2011 and 68 percent 
in January 2012. 


On Feb. 28, the Daily 49er reported 
that if voters do not approve the two 
proposed tax increases this November, 
Brown’s 2012-13 budget plan would 

-implement a $200 million budget cut 
to the Cal State University system. 

Mary Stephens, vice president of 
administration and finance at Cal State 
Long Beach, announced that CSULB 
will have a shortage of $27 million 
if the November tax increases do not 
pass and the corresponding 22 percent 
tuition increase is also not passed. 


In her CSULB Budget Outlook 


2012-13 last week, Stephens said that 
covering these costs “would take 
an additional tuition fee increase of

CSULB professor tracks, rescues great whites 


Christopher Lowe 
builds new tracking 
devices to monitor 
sharks’ movement.

Christopher Lowe’s family sought 
out fish as a form of food. Now, Lowe 
seeks out fish in order.to protect them. 

“My mother’s family comes from 
200 years of seamen, fishers, whal- 

rs,” Lowe said. “I was the first to 
consider marine biology: as a profes- 
sion and focus on saving fish rather 
than hunting them.” 

Lowe, a Cal State Long Beach ma- 
rine biology professor, grew up on 
Martha’s Vineyard and spent all of 


his time in the water. After watch- 
ing his family-scrape by on a fisher- 
man’s salary, he decided he wanted 
to break the family mold. 

Lowe received his bachelor’s de- 
gree at Barrington College, a 
small Christian school in Rhode _ 

Island, where he got the opportu- 
nity to work with renowned be- 
havioral biologist Don Nelson. 

Nelson taught marine biology 
classes at CSULB, and established 
the on-campus Shark Lab in 1966. 

While working with Nelson, 
Lowe realized he wanted to attend 
graduate school at CSULB. 

Much of his graduate work con- 
sisted of compiling research and 
building new tracking devices to 
monitor the movement of sharks. 

When CSULB was in need of an 
ichthyologist, or shark scientist, Lowe 
was hired to teach and supervise the 
Shark Lab. : 

“Long Beach is unique in that we 


have the longest standing shark stud- 
ies laboratory on the west coast,” 
Lowe said. “I was honored to continue . 
Nelson’s legacy at the school.” 

Lowe’s work was noted by Dis-

covery Channel in 2011, when he ap- 
peared on “Shark Week.” The show 
was filmed live as it followed Lowe’s 
team tagging and pecking baby great 
white sharks. 

“The ability to target 20 million 


people is so beneficial for my research, 
but it’s hard to keep the message clear 
when the ‘Jaws’ theme is always play- 
ing in the background,” Lowe said. 

In an ongoing collaboration be- 
tween Monterey Bay Aquarium 
and the CSULB Shark Lab, a team 
at the aquarium tracks migration 
and records data on sub-adult and 
adult great white sharks. 

The adult sharks are more 
prevalent in colder waters north 
of Point Conception in Santa Bar- 
bara, while the warmer waters be- 
tween Point Conception and Baja 
California are home to newborn 
sharks. 

CSULB students study the 
seasonal migration of the baby 

white sharks in an attempt to deter- 
mine where they go and when they 
reach maturity and leave our coast.

Students aren’t the only ones search- 
ing for the lowest priced textbooks — 
faculty, like economics PEGiESAOr, Lisa 
Grobar, are looking too. 

In 2010, the Cal State University 
started the Affordable Learning Solu- 
tions Campaign in an effort to make 
textbooks more affordable for both 
students and-faculty. 

Students whose professors use text- 
books listed on the CSU’s website can 
download an electronic version of the 
text for free and a print copy will be 


‘ available at a reduced price. 


Grobar has been an active user of 
these textbooks since 2009. 

She uses a textbook that is offered 
through the CSU website. Students can 
download her textbook for free or pur- 
chase a print copy for $40. 

“The feedback among my students 
has been generally very positive,” 
Grobar said. “I like that students can 
download an e-version for free or pur- 
chase a low-cost paperback version if 
they choose to do so.” 

Currently, it is a faculty decision to 
select textbooks available through the 
CSU website. 

Freshman math major Ranil Weer- 
ackoon said he is: cautious about the 
campaign. 

“IT wouldn’t mind having a free e- 
book for my general education cours- 
es,” Weerackoon said. “However, I 
need my math books to be tangible so 
that I can write in them and work out 
the problems more easily.” 

Grobar said communication be- 
tween students and faculty is needed 
for the campaign to gain popularity. 

“Students need to let professors 
know if they’re having trouble afford- 
ing textbooks,” Grobar said. 
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49er hosts second-ever ASI debate

Debates between Cal State Long 
Beach Associated Students Inc. execu- 
tive candidates will be held on Thursday 
from 1-2:30 p.m. in the University Stu- 
dent Union Ballrooms B and C for the 
second time ever. 

The Daily 49er is moderating the de- 
bate, offering a neutral and independent 
forum for discussion. Candidates will 
have an opportunity to- express their 
campaign points and stances on particu- 
lar issues, as well as a chance to respond 
to one another in an open dialogue. 

City. editor Kasia Hall, editor-in- 
chief Zien Halwani and news editor 
Brianne Schaer of the Daily 49er will 
be moderating the debate. Managing 
editor Caitlin O’Connor will be emcee- 
ing the event. ‘ 

The first debate will be between the 
treasurer candidates, followed by the 
vice presidential candidates and will 
end with those running for president. 
Each candidate will be asked at least 
two questions specific to the campaign 
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Last year’s inaugural ASI debate featured the executive candi- 


dates for 2011-12. 


or executive office they are running for, 
followed by rebuttals from the other 
candidates. 

ASI presidential candidate James 
Suazo said he hopes to see students get 
involved in the election process. 

“It’s vital to get more students out 
there to actually vote, so that the elec- 
tion turnout is more representative of 
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$1,313, or a 22 percent increase, to off- 
set our shortfall of $27 million.” 

However, Stephens said this is just a 
calculation given the current numbers 
and that a fee increase to that amount 
would be unlikely for the 2012-13 fis- 
cal year. 

“Because of how difficult it was with 
the last fee increase, we don’t think 
they will increase fees again,” she said, 
referring to the Nov. 16 CSU Board of 
Trustees meeting. 

Stephens stressed that the calculated 
fee increases are too high for students 
to agree on and would not be the end-all 
solution to fix the budget anyway. 

“T would not bet on raising fees,” Ste- 
phens said. “This message was meant 


to show faculty and staff there is no 
white knight. There is no easy answer. 
We’re going to have cuts.” 

Stephens said they will do all they 
can to protect the university’s classes in 
the event of budget cuts. However, she 
said potential cuts would affect “what 
goes on outside of classes,” such as the 
number of class sections and advising 
availability; how well the university 
maintains its facilities; and online tech- 
nology for registration system changes. 

Stephens also said cuts could poten- 
tially lead to admitting fewer students 
and affect how many people are en- 
rolled in a course. 

. “Tt is all out of the same pot of mon- 
ey,” Stephens said. 

She said that, if Brown’s tax increas- 
es are approved, then there would be 
no reason for the trustees to raise fees 
again for this year under this scenario. 
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the student body,” Suazo said. | 

Presidential candidate Nicholas 
Donn said students should be aware of 
who is making decisions on their be- 
half. 

“It’s really just about empowering 
students,” Donn said. “No one even 
knows what ASI does, and no one re- 
ally knows who runs it.”

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such as mercury and DDT in the 
sharks. 

Lowe’s research has shown an in- 
crease in the white shark populations, 
but he said the toxicity levels worry him. 

“TI have to be careful how I say this 
because I’m speaking from both sides 
of my mouth,” Lowe said. “While the 
population is growing, the toxin level 
is also on the rise.” 

His team is still trying to determine 
what the toxins’ long- and short-term 
effects will be on population growth. 

In an effort to increase data col- 


lection, Lowe has enlisted the help of 
computer scientists from Cal Poly San 
Louis Obispo to design robots to track 
the sharks. : 

The robots use algorithms to ana- 
lyze migratory patterns of sharks and 
constantly collect information about 
them, their position and the surround- 
ing water. The robots also have the 
ability to “learn” from their experi- 
ences and: create new algorithms to 
better track the sharks. 

“Robots can track the sharks more 
efficiently and record way. more 
data than we ever could, and, to me, 
that is completely bitchin’? Lowe 
said.

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Newspaper censorship negatively affects readers 


If you have read a newspaper in the 
past 40 years, there is a good chance 
you have seen the comic strip Doones- 
bury. The satirical and often politically 
charged 
cartoon 
has been 
a staple of 
daily comic pages for decades. 

Recently, cartoonist Gary Trudeau 
released a series of Doonesbury strips 
lambasting a Texas law that requires a 
sonogram before a woman has an abor- 
tion. The strips feature a young woman 
going to a Texas abortion clinic and be- 
ing sent to the “shaming room” where 
a “middle-aged male state legislator” 
meets her. : 

In the second strip the woman tells 
him that she has purchased contracep- 
tives before and he responds, “Do 
your parents know you’re a slut?” And 
finally, in the third comic the manda- 
tory ultrasound is compared to legally 
mandated rape. 

According to the New York Daily 
News, around 40-50 papers asked 
for replacement strips. Some simply 
dropped the strip all together, while 
others, like the Los Angeles Times, 
simply moved the strips to the Op-Ed 
pages. 

The Oregonian removed the strip 
entirely and released this message 
to the readers, “In next week’s strip, 
‘Doonesbury’ author Garry Trudeau, 
in our judgment, went over the line 
of good taste and humor in penning 
a series on abortion using graphic 
language and images inappropriate for 
a comics page.” 

The decision made by the Los 
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Angeles Times makes the most sense. If papers were afraid that the 
comics would offend people just looking for a chuckle while eating 
their morning cereal, or confuse young children who were just try- 
ing to see what Garfield was up to, they could simply move the strip 
to another page. Removing it entirely is making a statement about 
free speech that is unnecessary and wrong. 

Disagreeing with something is never a valid reason to censor ' 
it from the paper, especially Doonesbury which has been making 
political statements for almost half a century. _ 

This Texas abortion bill is an important story that obviously 


deeply bothers Trudeau and he made his statement about it. The 
newspaper does not have to make a decision about whether or 
not they agree with him because a comic strip is the artist’s own 
creation. A political cartoon is the same as an editorial, and surely 
these newspapers would not choose to pull an editorial that had a 
_ similar viewpoint. 
Gary Trudeau’s website Doonesbury.com has a section called 

- “Blowback” in which he has posted both the positive and negative 
comments in reaction to the strips. Leaving it all out in the open is 
the mature way to handle this situation. Removing the strip is just 


unnecessary censorship. 

It is disappointing that The Oregonian and other newspapers 
have removed this strip entirely because it has kept people from 
learning or at least thinking about the implications of a bill such as 
this. Maybe the people who skip straight to the comics page would 
have been enlightened. 

A comic strip is a very tangible and accessible format for people 
to learn about issues, and sometimes a drawing can say more than 
words. Instead, the newspapers tried to avoid controversy by re- 
moving the strip and ended up creating a news story themselves. 


California high-speed rail system is too costly to complete 


Californians dream big. Sadly, though, many 
of their lofty goals are just pipe dreams, which 
is the case with the prospective high-speed rail 
system. 

The rail system, approved by voters in 2008, 
would connect major parts of California, allowing 
people to travel rapidly throughout the state. It 
sounds like a great plan, but in reality it’s so unre- 
alistic that it’s unlikely California would actually 
see any benefit from it. 

The California High Speed Rail Authority 
(CHSRA), the state agency tasked with institut- 
ing the project, touts the economic benefits of the 
program. The agency says the project will provide 
tens of thousands of construction jobs to both 
build and maintain the system in addition to more 
than 400,000 “permanent state jobs statewide 
created by the economic growth the high-speed 
rail will generate over the next 25 years.” 
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But that’s not all. The agency also trumpeted 
the increased efficiency in travel, as well as 
diminished traffic jams, numerous environmental 
benefits, and less dependence on foreign oil. 

These projections sound fabulous, but further 
analysis and recent developments prove that they 
are highly unrealistic and unlikely to improve the 
state any time soon. One 
of the major issues render- 
ing this project unrealistic 
is funding. 

According to the state 
auditor, cost estimates for the initial phase of 
building run “between $98.1 billion and $117.4 
billion,” of which little more than $10 billion has 
been obtained. 

The Los Angeles Times reports that since the 
project isn’t expected to be finished until 2030, 
this would enable inflation and lead to soaring 
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costs. Because of these rising costs, the state will 
have to allocate more than $700 million each year 
in order to repay borrowers. 

So, how will California obtain this funding? 
If expert opinion is any indication, it won’t. The 
Legislative Analyst’s Office (LAO) writes that the 
CHSRA’s business plan relies on funding projec- 

2 tions that are “optimistic” 

and it’s uncertain how fu- 
ture funding for the project 
will be obtained. 3 

In addition, the state has 
received some federal funds, but the LAO thinks 
it’s doubtful that the agency will receive the 
amount they expect. The LAO also cites many 
problems with the project’s implementation, 
which include a lack of time and adjustability due 
to federal constraints in addition to issues with 
the CHSRA itself. It’s unclear how any of these 
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issues will be resolved, if at all. 

Along with its funding woes, the project 
also relies on suspect ridership projections. UC 
Berkeley researchers claim that much of the 
project’s potential environmental benefits rely 
on these estimates, which are vastly overstated. 
Furthermore, the benefits depend on the level of 
urbanization; if people choose to live somewhere 
just beyond metro areas, UC Berkeley researchers 
maintain that driving will still be the preferred 
mode of travel. Plus, as historian Richard White 
argues, the rail system would do nothing to al- 
leviate traffic in metropolitan areas such as Los 
Angeles, so the city wouldn’t see much improve- 
ment. 

Due to its high cost and low probability of ben- 
efiting the public, the project should be scrapped.

Fox & Bear Band 

. chooses to only 
include a bassist and 
drummer.

The heavy instrumentals and the ex- 
perimental dispositions of Dan Birker 
and Adam Barnes seem to set the bar 
high above the rest, challenging musi- 
cal traditions and creating a sound all 
on their own as the Fox & Bear Band. 

With just two members, as much as it 
would seem difficult to stand out in a sea 
of local talent, Barnes and Birker make it 
look easy, as they emulate the tough skin 
of thrash metal. They combine experi- 
mental math rock with a jazzy composi- 
tion, while creating an all encompassing 
sound that demands full attention with- 
out the use of a guitarist or a lead singer. 

Together, with Barnes leading the 
stage with a swift bass line and Birker 
beating on the drums behind him, Fox 
& Bear Band are defying more than just 
musical odds, but are doing it quite bril- 
liantly at the same time. 

Barnes and Birker met outside of 
the Parkside dorms at Cal State Long 
Beach in 2008. After discovering they 
had common relationship to music, 
they formed Fox & Bear Band during 
the beginning of 2009, and have been a 
performing duo ever since. 

The Daily 49er got the chance to sit 
down with this dynamic duo, learning 


how such a small team can create such 
an epic, ear-thrashing sound, while 
breaking the musical constraints that 
many of us are used to. : 


Daily 49er: How would -you de- 
scribe your genre? 

Adam Barnes: It’s a lot like math 
rock. It’s jazzy, experimental, really 
upbeat. fast, thrash rock. With that,. 
we’ve coined the term ‘life metal, the 
opposite of death medal, which has a 
negative connotation. We try and make 
people think of happiness with our mu- 
sic, instead of death. 


Daily 49er: It’s interesting to see 
that you guys are devoid of a lead 
singer and a guitarist, which are es- 
sentially two major components to 
most musical acts. How do you guys 
make that work for you? 

Barnes: It provides a challenge in 
the sense that we have to make our 
songs that much more melodic eat ac- 
cessible without lyrics. 


Daily 49er: Do you ever think you 
guys will add a lead singer? 

Barnes: If there were any sort of vo- 
cals, or a guitar, it could change things. 
The whole concept was just the two of 
us, and we started it that way because 
we wanted to see what we could do with 
just two people. It’s always more dif- 
ficult with more people. 


Daily 49er: How do you work to fill 
in that extra musical space with just 
two of you? 

Barnes: If] start to notice that there’s 
extra space where I’m not playing,

where something else can go, I add to 
it. In a way, that’s how our songs change 
and become for complex and active. 

Birker: | definitely have to play more 
than the average drummer. The more 
people you play with, the less you have 
to play, because of all the sound incor- 
porated. I just play around and fill in the 
space. I try and make a lot of noise so it 
all sounds cohesive. 


Daily 49er: The name is a unique one. 
Where did you guys come up with it? 

Barnes: The original screamer, from 
a band called See Ya Next Tuesday, had 
to quit the band because his doctor told 


him he literally was going to die from 
all the screaming. His name was Bear. 
Then they got a new guy, and his name 
was Fox. So the first day we were jam- 
ming, we were out on the porch smok- 
ing cigarettes. I thought, ‘Dan kind of 
looks like a fox. He’s a little scrawnier.’ 
At the-time, I had a full-grown beard, 
so [kind of looked like a bear. And that 
was it. It just stuck. 


Fox and Bear band will headline 
on March 16 at Max Stieners at 9 p.m. 
They will also play at Que Sera on 
March 21.

New Mexico Lobos: 


LBSU will face New 
Mexico in the second 
round of the NCAA 
tournament.

As the Long Beach State men’s 
basketball team heads into the NCAA 
tournament, it will face a quick and 
athletic opponent, not too unlike itself. 

The No. 22-ranked University of 
New Mexico finished with a 27-6 re- 
cord, going 10-4 record in the Moun- 
tain West Conference, en route to a co- 
championship with No. 23 San Diego 
State. The Lobos went on to win the 
conference tournament after defeating 
the Aztecs, 68-59 in the final, earning 
an automatic bid to the NCAA Tourna- 
ment. 

Starting with a 72-62 win over 
Washington State in November, the 
Lobos compiled a seven-week win 
streak, coming up with victories in 
13 straight games. Some of the big- 
gest wins of the season for Lobos, 
who hold a 7-4 record against NCAA 
Tournament teams, include a road 
victory against the Aztecs in Febru- 
ary and a 65-45 win at home over No. 
25 UNLV. 

The Lobos then defeated tourney- 
bound UNLV once more, 72-67, in the 
Mountain West tournament semi-final

“Our guys have been playing good 
basketball all season,’ New Mexico 
head coach Steve Alford told USA 
Today. “We’ve been a very consistent 
team.” 

Alford 
added: “I 
couldn’t 
be proud- 
er of a 
group of 
guys. I’ve 
said it all 
year long. 
I think 
they’ve 
gone un- 
derappre- 
ciated.” 

Senior 
forward 
Drew 
Gordon 
leads the 
Lobos, 
averaging 13.4 points 10.9 rebounds 
per game. The 6-foot-9 forward start- 
ed his collegiate basketball career at 
UCLA, but transferred to New Mexico 
in 2010. He is shooting 53.7 percent 
from the field and 75.4 from the free- 
throw line. 

Gordon, who was named the con- 
ference player of the year, agrees with 
Alford that his team has-been underap- 


_preciated. 


“I’ve been saying this whole time 
that we need to end up on top,” Gor- 
don told The Washington Post. “[We 
have to] be able to look back and kind 
of laugh at some of the honors that 


weren’t awarded to our team.” 

Although Gordon does most of the 
damage in the paint, Lobos’ guard 
Tony Snell is the team’s leading 3-point 
shooter, connecting at 39.9 percent 
from be- 
hind the 
are. 

New 
Mexico 
is ef- 
ficient 
on both 
sides of 
the, ball 
and can

end. The Lobos rank 10th in the na- 
tion in assists per game at 16.4, led 
by sophomore guard Kendall Wil- 
liams who dishes out 4.1 per contest 
to go along with 12 points and 3.3 
rebounds. 

The Lobos are known for their 
stingy defense, as they are sixth in the 
tournament in opponent’s field goal 
percentage .after allowing just 38.2 
percent throughout the season. They 
are also 14th in points allowed, averag- 
ing just 58.8 per game.
